From the time I got home there has been no time for any work except going over 
the paper too fast. Most of the interruption was by phone. 

Of what may be relevant ^.onnie phoned me to tell me he had hau an unexpected 
call from Ayneswpeth. Why now? Lonnie's story was printed about a week ago. Since 
then the paper received a one-sentence denial saying there is no truth at all in it. 

The paper's reply Is that it has never had to retract anything nonnie ever wrote. 

(With no libel here accuracy is not relevant, I note.) 

When Aynesworth called to chat with Lonnie ana learned tliat the two others present 
have recollections confirming Lonnie's account Aynesworth asked Donnie if ho reaembered 
not the FBI number but that OlA number. He said It had to begin with a* zero because 
he connected it then with his Newsweekk telex number, (if did not occur to Lonnie until 
X told him, that was long before Aynesworth went to work for Hswsweek, )T. told Lonnie 
that it did not begin with a zero and that I had not asked him any questions about this. 
(He appears to believe l learned this from Wade from the way he said Wade knew tlie 
right number.} Lonnie plans to come Friday. 

When I returned the call from the Enquirer, aftar apologizing for giving the 
wrong mwe of the book we talked extensively about the paraffin teats and “allagher. 
Meaning the FBI. 

While I wan resting a bit and going over the paper J on Newhall called, chiefly 
about the Enqjdrer story.Wd also talked a bit about Lane/CBS and Security Associates. 

I forgot. After what "ax-tin told me I called '“onnie and encouraged him to refuse 
to say anything he hasn(t. After his story he heard from the *ike commitee. Ho told me 
that with them he had taken my advice and said substantially this. 

While Hewball and I were talking, and about what is not in the Enquirer story 
(about which he wanted to ask some questions) I became aware in the middle of a long 
explanation that my phone was dead. Totally. When 1 could gte no response, and 1 waited 
and triod, I place the phone back on hthe cradle. After waiting long enough for the call 
to be placed again I* tried to reach the operator. Lean phone, at no dial tone. Wither 
for three efforts, that asked LL1 to try her extensions. Also dead. So I aaxed her to 
go to a neighbors and report it with ny request for a written explanation after ihey 
checked it. In about five minutes, just oifore she returned, the phone rang. It was 
the San M ranciaco operator. It wan a bad connection. She broke it while 1 wac talking, 
placed it a sain, and it >as a clear line again. 

J on told me that nane had issued a press tact statement on this telex story in 
NYC. 1 noted how great a way that was to keep it exclusive for CB3 and the real s'ory 
as 1 recalled its also immediately public, as he recalled. 

After we finished talki n g I phoned repair serviee and after conversation with 
the man who answered the phone asked that forthwith they send someone over to the 
autorated exchange and check my line there, not elsewhere. Ha agreed that what 1 reported 
wasa a dead abort, that if it liad been in the lines after J on and I hung up I'd have had 
a dial tone and a live uhone. He seemed uneasy. He had an Adkins phone me back. We went 
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through the sane thing and he finally agreed to go to the locked, unattended exchange 
for a visual check og my line on the board. *e was to pnone me back as Boon as he did. 

He didn't. n© didn*t oven go. Not if he could not get in he could have tola me 
that. I don't buy their story that at night nobody can get in. Aside from those with 
duplicate or made keys. 

About 2 l/2 hours later I got a call from a Mr. Harrison, who admitted this and 
made the clai*a of no access. I asked about real emergencies and got no real answer. He 
agreed there ia little likelihood of line trouble causing this. He said he'd have 
it all checked in the morning. 3y their security people from Baltimore and would I 
like to be there. I aairt no, I had other things to do and this their business. But 
I also aaked did he really expect that if there was something, with all this talk on 
the line it would still be there tomorrow. did not and said sacs so. So, I asked, why 
do it then and why delay further no/, if now were not alreauy too late. It ia clear he 
did not want any pergonal involvement. If they had all thee© problems there has to be 
an emergency key available for real flasagx emergencies and they know whicn employees 
have them. I suspect the r*-al delay is because 4 of foar of finding something more than 
a desire to provide planthy of time for removing it. 

"Jim," who I take to be Adkins, had told him of the work 1 do. I told him I 
had no reason to believe amateurs could do thin or had any re&spu to. fhat the only 
ones with this interest are officials. Not only did as not demur, he didn’t even deny 
it when I told him I had reason to believe from the past that there were lines on which 
no calls were made Uiat were on that board pacthed to live lines, recollection is 
that he acknoflidged this and said, "no more," not direct quite. Sense. 

Unless they posted a guard as soon as I phoned there seems little possibility 
that any thing will show tomorrow. I will ask for a written report • 

lie did acknolwedge when I said it was irrevel&nt to talk about voltmeters 
'‘they can show the drain onlo when tne line ia in use) that what I*d asked for, prompt 
visual examination could have shown a patch. 

The coincidences with the appearance of the Enquirer piece and Lonnie's call 
are nard to xzx ignore. The api^arent uneasiness about anyone looking at the switchboard 
is a fairly clear sign.
